TERRIBLE DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


Bloody Result of Domestic Infelicity 
in Visalia. 


A Jealous Separated Husband Shoots his 
Wite’s Companion, who Cowardly 
Shieids Himself Behind’‘a Littice 
Girl—Two Killings. 


Visatra, May 25.—About six o’clock 
this evening, as J. M. Harlan, of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, was 
returning from a buggy-ride with the 
wife, a son aged four years and a 
daughter aged six years, of Lévi Elliott, 
Elliott met the party at the entrance to 
his premises, and exclaiming, ‘‘You — 
—, 1 have caught you,’’ opened fire 
with a revolver on Harlan. Harlan 
shielded himself with the body of the 
little girl, who received the bullet in the 
breast and diedin a few minutes. Ha 
lan is wounded in the right hand an 
left wrist and hip. After firing, Elliott 
either shot himself or was shot by 
Harlan through the heart, expiring in 
a few moments. {tis difticult to deter- 
mine which was the case, but from Har- 
lan’s manner and the finding of two 

istols near the scene of the affray, it 
is belieyed that Harlan shot Elliott. 
Harlan™ after the shooting went toa 
drug store, where his wounds were 
dressed. He was then taken by the 
Sheriff to jail,where heis now confined. 
The affair has caused an immense ex- 
citement, and threats of lynching Har- 
lan are freely made. Harlan has re- 
cently separated from his wife, and 
Elliott’s wife was seeking a divorce 
from him. Harlan and Mrs. Elliott 
have furnished much food for scandal 
by their intimacy for some weeks past. 


THE WRECKED “PILOT.” 


Further About the Explosion—List 
eof Victims, 


. San Francisco, May 26.—The steam- 
er Belle brought the wounded persons 
from the wrecked Pilot to Petaluma, 
where the best attention was given 
them. Last night nothing was visible 
of the wreck. At low tide the stern 
and upper part of the forward deck are 
out of the water. The boiler burst out 
through the top and carried everything 


with it. The steamboat inspectors at 
Petaluma, who were sent out to make 
an examination, will say nothing until 


the examination is completed. The}. 


Belle is now at the scene of the disaster 
to save parts of the wreck and recover 
the bodies of the victims. The list of 
victims is: J.J, Hagen, San Francis- 
co, killed; Mrs Geo. H. McNear, died 
from her wounds; four sons of W. 
F, Mathers, drowned; J. Shattuck, 
fireman of Pilot, killed, San Francisco; 
Graves,captain of Pilot, knocked sense- 
less and cutin forehead; J. J. McCar- 
thy, broken arm; W. F. Mathers, badly 
scalded and severely bruised; infant 
child of Mrs. W. 8S. Mathers, badly 
‘scalded and cannot survive; Geo. C. 
Palmer, pilot, wounded in the neck,and 
four ribs broken; case regarded as al- 
most hopeless by the surgeons; William 
Sullivan, slight wound in right side of 
nose.

MURDERED MAGGIE. 


The Jealousy Between the Two 
Women Over McDowell, 
The examination of witnesses on Friday 
in the McDowell trial was at first of a 
scientific character. A photograph of the 
scene of the murder was exhibited to the 
jury. One witness identified a rock that 
had been picked up at the place, which 
had traces of human blood upon it as if it 
had been beaten into a skull. The 
wounds in the skull of the murdered 
girl gave evidence of having been 
struck by some _ sharp pointed in- 
strument, as the hammer of a revolver, 


A. T. Bell, a harness maker on Main 
street, in this city, the step-father of the 
murdered girl, said that McDowell was 
engaged to gie O’Brien some three . 
years, when she discovered a letter in his 
pocket from his present wife, and this dis- 
solved their engagement. Their relations 
had been like brother and sister. When 
Maggie married O’Brien, McDowell went 
to Mojave and engrged in stage-driving 
to Independence. About six months after- 
wards he returned, McDowell and his 
wife remained at Bell’s house some two 
weeks. Mrs. McDowell and Maggie got 
to quarreling about him, when Mrs. Mce- 
Dowell threatened to cut Maggie’s throat 
if she spoke to McDowell again. 
Bell told McDowell that the quarrel be- 
tween the two women over him 
was getting to be too earnest, and that he 
and his wife had better leave; so they 
went to housekeeping. Bell did not know 
the day that Maggie went to San Bernar- 
dino. He thought she had gone to Wil- 
mington. McDowell and Maggie were 
often together, in the parlor, in the hack, 
andelsewhere. Miter he went to house- 
keeping he would come back to see 

gie about every day. Bell had never told 
anyone that McDowell had murdered 
Maggie. 

Mrs. A. T. Bell testified that when Mc- 
Dowell came back from Tehachepi with 
his wife, the latter was very much annoy- 
ed at finding that Maggie and her husband 
had been previously engaged. She seemed 
to think that Maggie thought too much 
of him, and did not wish her to speak to 
McDowell under any circumstances, and 
if she did she would kill her. Maggie 
usually laughed, and said she had t 
first claim on McDowell, and considered 
she had a first right to him, and would 
talk to him when she felt so disposed. 
Mrs. McDowell did not appear to be jok- 
ing about the matter; she seemed to be in 
earnest and they would quarrel] as often 
as a dozen times a day. The relations 
between McDowell and Maggie were always 
of the most cordia] nature. 

The prosecution introduced R. A. Ling 
to rebut the testimony of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bell, and to show that the relations be- 
tween Maggie O’Brien and the accused 
were not so cordial as represented, but 
that Maggie was constantly in dread of 
being murdered by McDowell, and had 
expressed fears to that effect. But the 
witness was rejected on the ground that 
his testimony would rebut nothing. 
Testimony closed that afternoon and 
argument began yesterday morning.

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CALIFORNIAN HOLIDAYS. 


Observations by a ‘New York 
Tribune” Staff-Writer. 


The Glory of a Californian Spring—The Crim- 
inal Destruction of Forest Trees— Mrs. 
Malaprop asa Flower Gardener. 


Norpxorr, Cal., April 27.—It is 
hard to write soberly of the spring in 
California. I have read many raphso- 
dies abewt it, but no description which 
did full justice to the reality. It 18 
the one charm of the Pacific Coast 
which popular literature has not exag- 
gerated. Nature lovescompcnsations ; 
and where she has given a genial win- 
ter suo and a prolitic soil, she sends 
also long drouths; vhe burns the fields 
and hillsides to a forbidding hue; she 
powders the land with dust, and dries 
up the brooks. In the richest country 
of the earth the sheep and cattle die 
sometimes for want of water. The 
stock-raisers are ruined in a single 
season if the rains are only a little de- 
layed. I have heard of farmers who 
sold their flocks at ten cents a head 
wheu everybody expected a dry yea", 
and bought back at three doilars a 
head when showers fell at the very end 
of the season. But even in the worst 
years there is always a bricf, delicious 
interval, between the brown winter 
and the parching heats, when the 
landscape is iresh and brilliaut, the 
Lreeze is soft, the outlines of the blue 
mountains seem to take a new and 


gentler beauty, and the cool, b.acing 
nights are followed by those perfect 
days whose temperature just quivers 
on the edge of summer. 

This is the time to see California. 
I speak particularly of the valley and 
mountain district of the southern part 
of the State, between the higher 
ranges and the sea; not of the coust, 
for there the spring is the season of 
fog and wind, and the climate is most 
agreeable in the early winter. The 
fogs do not reach far inland. The 
scenery of the hill country is distin- 
guished by an extraordinary variety— 
undulating meadows, wide grassy 
plains, graceful watercourses, broken 


_ ridges, chasms and wide cliffs, broad 


valleys, vanishing in distant perspec- 
tive, lofty summits, forests and open 
groves, thickets and natural parks, a 
furm-house here and there 1n the midst 
of wheat, few roads and fewer fences, 
nearly the whole lovely face of the 
country just as God left it. On the 
coast, as in many other parts of the 
State, there is a lamentable lack of 
shade. But here the timber is abund- 
ant, and one may ride all day through 
open woods, where the herbage is 
green and there is tvo little under- 
brush to arrest a horseman. 


The characteristic, however, of 


Southern California at this season is: 


splendor of color. Perhaps in reality 
there is nothing more delicate and 
brilliant in the glow of this Western 
landscape than in our own early June, 
when 
The year grows lush in lusty stalks; 

but Iam not sure. Here at any rate 
the softer beauty is hightened by 
stronger contrasts and a more rapidly 
displayed variety, and possibly, as 
some think, by a quality of pure 
atmosphere which brings out the hues 
of the fields and woods and mountains 
as a varnish finishes the tints of a 
picture. And then the colors are laid 
upon the land in such imposing 
masses. The young wheat and barley, 
rippling in the wind, stretch so very 
far, the hillocks thrusting themselves 
into the midst of the grain spread so 
vast a display of flowering sage brush 
to tempt the bees; the dark clumps of 
live oak, disposed like the timber in 
an ornamental park, reach across hill 
and vale to such a distant horizon. 
_ I was about to add that flowers of 
every color were scattered over this 
fascinating landscape, but “scattered” 
is a word which certainly does not ap- 
ply in this case. Their pr fusion in 
the Ojai and similar valleys is inde- 
scribable. A New England field full 
of white daisies is a pretty sight. 
Well, try to picture nota field but a 
whole country side, covered in the 
same way, not with any single flower, 
but with a score of species and va- 
rieties at once, showing a dazzling ar- 
rangement of luxurious tints, purple, 
acd magenta, and gold and cardinal 
red, and creamy white, and rising in 
royal splendor here and there great 
patches of Eschscholtzias, whose yel 
low petals deepening to a rich orange 
centre make the most intense color it 
is pos-ible to imagine. The purple 
wild hyacinth and the yellow pansy 
were the commonest flowers at the be- 
ginning of the scason. Color after 
color has been added to the show 
and so far the old beauties still 
remain by the side of the new. 

There isa certain favored meadow 
in the Ojai valley which looks more 
like a painter’s palette than anything 
in nature, and every week I find some 
fresh splendor added to it. Just now, 
after I had thought the array exhaust- 
ed, up spring masses of blue larkspur, 
much richerin shade and much am- 

ler in size than the larkspur of our 
Restore gardens, and the meadow 
takes on a wholly novel glory. The 
flowers willlast some time yet, but 


the vernal brightness of the herbage. 


is already past At the end of March 
the deciduous trees, white oaks, syca- 
mores, black walnuts and cottonwoods 
were not yet in full leaf, some of them 
were half bare; but the grass was be- 


ginning to turn yellow. A rain after- 
_ward revived it. By the end of April, 


however, the green on the slopes and 
roadsides was withering fast, and the 
dry and dusty ground began to sug- 
gest the pitiless summer. It is only 
for three or four weeks that this vatu- 
ral garden can be seen in its full beau- 
ty. 

"There is a California Mrs. Malaprop, 
in one of these southern towns, who 
boasts that her garden contains “the 
otter rose, which, you know, is the 
sweetest of all roses;’’ and us for her 
geraniums, those, she says, “;row 
spontaneous.” I am afraid that the 
ordinary Californian, when he. sees 
flower gardens growing “spontoneous” 
between the wheat fields forgets that 
the still more precious ornaments of 
his estate—the trees—are not so read- 
ily reproduced, These and not the 
contour of the hills, nor the color of 
the blossoms, nor the evanescent ver- 
dure of the meadows, are the charac- 
teristic charms of the Ojai—a charm 
all the more powerful from the con- 
trast with bare and dusty lands on the 
other side of the mountains. But they 
will not last many years. The de- 
struction of timber, which has been 
as reckless in California ay every- 
where else in the United States, has 
begun in the Qjai, and as the little 
settlement grows it will proceed with 
accelerating pace. The woods are full 
of trees blown down by the wind, but 
the wood cutter never touches these, it 
is so much easier to fell a green oak. If 
a tree falls across the road it is left 
there; the wagons drive around it; 
and the axemen work away merrily a 
few rods off, getting out firewood for 
the coast towns. At the entrance to 
the village stood, when I came here, 
two magnificent white oaks on the 
edge of the highway. They were 
among the grandest ornaments of the 
valley, making an imposing arch 
through which one drove into the 
pretty and peaceful little retreat. One 
of these ancient trees has been cut up 

‘for fuel,and the axe has now been 
laid to the huge trunk of the other. 
The barley fields behind them contain 
an abundance of timber of the same 
kind, only inferior in size and beauty, 
which might have been taken.to feed 
the stove, but the owner chose to de- 
stroy instead the most splendid

where so much of the land is cursed 
with barrenness, the possesscr of a 
century’s growth of wood seems to 
have no appreciation of his good for- 
tune. If he is clearing the land for 


rid of every stick of timber as quick- 
ly as possibly, burning what he can- 
not otherwise exterminate at once, and 
leaving not the smallest fringe of 
shade to rest the eye or refresh the 
tired animals; while of the use of 
trees in the economy of nature, to re- 
tain moisture and protect the soil, he 
seidom shows any. comprehension. A 
hundred and fifty years ago hardly 
anybody loved mountains. They were 
always spoken of as “dreadful” and 
“horrid” masses of rock. The poets 
themselves had not learned to under- 
stand them. Men thought of them as 
they thought of earthquakes; and to 
visit the Alps for the sake of the 
svenery would have been accoiMted a 
most eccentric freak. 

Many of us I fear are as blind to the 
picturesque as our ancestors were. 
passed fhrongh acountry town the 
other day where workmen were fitting 
np a new hotel, and one of their cares 
was tocut downarow of fine trees, 
which a former owner had set or the 
edge of the jot, although they did not 
interfere at all with the building. 
Even in Santa Barbara, where there is 
po timber except what has been plant- 
ed and carefully cultivated, I have 
been surprised to see a great deal of 
reckless cutting away of shade and de- 
struction of well-grown eucalyptus 
trees. The appreciation of fine scen- 
ery, however, of any kind is a faculty 
which many people seem to lack. To 
a gentleman who had just driven from 
Santa Barbara tothe Ojai valley by 
the Casitas Pass—certainly one of the 
most beautiful and striking roads I 
have seen in any part of the world—I 
spoke of the fascination of the route. 
He looked at me with surprise. ‘Oh,”’ 
said he, after a little consideration; 
“oh, yes; the scenery, of course; very 
pretty scenery—quite pretty scenery.” 
He had not noticed it. 

As for the money question involved 
in the preservation of the woods, they 
say that in California, where the ne- 
cessity for saving them is more obvious 
than in any other part of the country, 
the destruction has nevertheless been 
more rapid and more wanton than else- 
where. This is probably an exagger- 
ation. The felling of timber is going 
on very fast because cultivation is ex- 
tending very fast. In a country where 
the rainfall is concentrated within a 
few months of the year, and is precari- 
ous even then, the importance to the 
farmers of saving the trees, which 
have such a function to perform in 
retarding the drying up of the streams 
and the evaporation from the soil, can 
hardly be overestimated. And yet, 
where water is one of the most expen- 
sive necessities, you cannot persuade 
the people tosaveit. J.R.G.H.

Romantic Recollections of Early 
Life in California. 


Remarks of General Beale at a Banquet in 
Honor of General Diaz, Ex-President 
of Mexico, Given in New York. 


At the banquet in honor of General 
Diaz given on the 13th of April at Del- 
monico’s in New York: by Mr. Hous- 
ton, President ef the Pacific Mail, 


neral E. Beale spoke as follows: 
the plough, his only thought is to gel con myself fortunate and 
ha 


in an opportunity so public of 
expressing my profound respect for 
the guest of the evening--not only my 
respect for him, but for the people he 
represents, to whom I am bouud by 
many obligations and mutual good 
offices. 

It is thirty-five years ago that I 
was carried,’ a very-much crippled 
young man, tothe home of a Mexican 
family. 

I was treated with such care and 
tenderness that when I was restored to 
health I desired to know more of the 
people of my _ hospitable hosts, and 
what I saw of them turned the current 
of my life, for I determined to live 
among the Mexicans of California. 
Afterwards I served with them in 
many expeditions into the Rocky 
Mountains, and had frequent occa- 
sion to observe their patience, their 


courage, and their honorable loyalty 
to friendships formed; but all these 
virtues belong by nature to that rich 
old Spanish blood from which they 
came. 

Afterwards, when time and opportu- 

nity were in agreement, I had a desire 
to visit the country of their ancestors, 
to me the most attractive in Europe. 
IT remember it was at the old grey 
city of the Cid, at Burgos, as I stood 
at the tomb of that popular hero of 
Spain that I thought how a great man 
may not only sway the destiny of a 
people during his life, but may make 
possible consequences which through 
centuries reach the entire world. 

Here, I thought, was the man who 

first gave assurance to Spain that she 
might, at some remote period, re-con- 
quer her country from the Moors. 
It was his valer, his patriotism and 
his example which lived in the hearts 
of the Spaniards through the long 
ages which ended at last in success. It 
made possible the illustrious reign of 
Ferdinand and Isabella, which made 
possible our sitting where we do to- 
night to honor a man descended from 
the people of the old Campeador of 
Burgos. | 

T had often read a chapter from the 
History of Ferdinand and Isabella 
carved in the sculptured bronze doors 
of the capitol at Washington, and all 
the salient events of those times came 
back to my imagination. I saw in 
fancy that tall and venerable man, 
venerable although only of early mid- 
dle age. 

His care-worn face, with the look of 

hope deferred; his soiled dress; his 
foot-sore, weary pace, as he came, that 
hot and dusty evening, leading his 
son, a child, by the hand to the con- 
vent door of La Rabida. I saw him 
in the evening inthe convent refec- 
tory. The cowled and eager-eyed 
monks sitting around while he told 
them a wild, strange story—how that 
the earth was round, and by sailing 
west he could show them a short road 
to India. I saw him again, this time 
accompanied by a reverend priest. It 
was the confessor of Isabella. They 
were entering a strange city of can- 
vass, the city of Santa Fé, the camp of 
Ferdinand in the beautiful vega of 
Grenada. It was a remarkable scene. 
A war of eight centuries was drawing 
to aclose. All the men renowned in 
arms, all the high dignitaries of the 
church, all the wise statesmen of that 
great reign, had gathered where the 
chivalry of Spain were beseiging the 
last stronghold of the Moors in the 
palace fortress of the Alhambra, in the 
famous city of Grenada. 
The story of the earth’s figure was 
repeated. It wasina canvess pavil- 
ion. All stood but two, the wise ond 
crafty Ferdinand and the wise and 
good Isabella, 

On the table lay a well-worn map of 
Auguste Boehm. It contained all that 
was known of the world at that day. 
It is now a mere literary curiosity. 

When I saw the venerable figure 
again his tace was beaming with hope. 
He was leaving the little port of Palos 
with three small vessels, accompanied 
by those worthy brothers, Martin and 
Alonzo Pinzon. He passed the Rock 
of Gibraltar, and for a year he was lost 
to human intelligence, but when he 
returned, as I have read it on his 
tomb carved 1n brass, 


To Castile and Leon Columbus gave a new 
world. 


Then broke forth in all Christendom 
that wenderful spirit of marine ex- 
ploration. All sought the coveted 
short route to India. Spain thought 
she had found it when old Balboa 
climbed the heights of Darien and 
saw the Atlantic on one side and the 
Pacific on the other. 

Magellan made that voyage which 
still stands unrivalled, an ocean epic 
of maritime adventure; England 
sought it with Sebastian Cabot; Vasco 
de Gama sought it around Cape Good 
Hope, following that ancieut Egyptian 
admiral, Necho, who, when the Pyra- 
mids were young, sons before, had 
passed out between the Pillars of Her- 
cules, circumnavigated the continent 
of Africa, and returned through the 
Red Sea to report to the Pharoah, 
reigning on the banks of the Nile. 

None of them found it. It was re- 
served for our own day to make the 
discovery of that short road to India. 
There were a few men—I donot know 
how many—I only knowthree of them 
personally. One of them sits at this 
table in the person of Mr. Huntington. 
They found that rodd and laid it with 
steel rails, and having supplemented 
it with the fast steamers of the Pacific 
Mail, made it possible for a man leav- 
ing far-off Cathay to reach the capital 
of Spain in forty days, a shorter road 
‘than ever had been dreamed of by Co- 
lumbus. 

As I stood by the tomb of the Cid, 
another country came to my mind—a 
country fairer than Spain, which had 
also been conquered by the Moors. 
This time they wore the uniform of 
the Emperor of the French, and were 
called “African Zouaves.”’ They took 
Mexico by the throat and hurled her 
to the ground. Superior arms and dis- 
cipline and the condition of the coun- 
try enabled them to put their heel 
upon her national life. Another Cid 
was needed, and the occasion brought 
one forth. He was one of the most 
remarkable men of this century. Al- 
ways fleeing, and always fighting, a 
very Parthian with a Fabian policy in 
his mind, he exhausted his foes by 
their pursuit and strengthened him- 
self in the hearts and confidence of his 
countrymen. Suddenly he turned 
upon them, and drove the last French 
Moor into the sea at Vera Cruz, and 
Dor Benito Juarez had well earned 
the title of the Modern Cid. 

Then followed the prostration and 
exhaustion and all the evils of war. 
The country was a prey to banditti, 
the army was disorganized, the law 
was powerless; the treasury was 
empty. Mexico required a stron 
arm to raise her from the quicksan 
into which she was sinking. The 
hour and the necessity brought forth 
the man.

SONGS OF THE SOLDIERS. 


Reminiscent Rhymes of the War of 
the Rebellion. 


The Music with which the Boys in Blue Kept 
Step and the Songs the Lads 
in Gray Sang. 


From the Boston Traveller) 

The war proved a very fruitful 
theme for the poetaster, and many a 
fledgling bard delivered himself’ of 
more or less of patriotic jingle which 
it would be quite unbecoming to rate 
under the name of poetry. Many war 
songs—and someof them very guod, 
too—were written for special purposes ; 
to chronicle some, particular event, or 
in praise of some individual regiment, 
and on this account they never became 
popular. But such songs as the “Bat- 
tle Cry of Freedom,” ‘‘Kingdom Com- 
ing,” ‘Marching Through Georgia,” 
‘‘John Brown’s Body,” etc., achieved a 
universality that made them known 
from one end of the land to the other. 


The song of the soldier never sounds 
so wellas when sung on the field of 
battle. There it reaches to a height 
of sublimity obtainable powhere else, 
and perhaps no finer volume of sound 
could be heard than Cromwell’s Round- 
heads chanting the *Old Hundred” af- 
ter the battle of Marston Moor, a 
legion of Frenchmen singing ‘‘The 
Marsellaise,”’ or one cf our own army 
corps pouring forth in‘unison “John 
Brown’s Body.” a 

It is safe to say that, notwithstand- 
ing the great number of songs which 
the war of the rebellion was the means 
of bringing out, not one first-class ly- 
ric, not one single poem fit to be rank- 
ed with Thomas Campbell’s immortal 
“Ye Mariners of England,” was the 
result. Perhaps Mrs. Howe’s “Battle 
Hymn of the Republic” is the most 
sublime of all the songs that were 
written during the rebellion, but this 
falls far short of Campbell's song. By 
the way, who is responsible for the 
air, “Glory Hallelujah?” Has it a 
father, or did it grow like Topsy? The 
air is original with the words ‘“Jobn 
Brown’s body hes mouldering in the 
dust,” but where it sprang from, who 
can tell? It followed hard upon an- 
other John Brown ditty, which we 
heard a crowd of boysand half-grown 


men singing while parading 
through the _ streets one night, 
after the close of a  meet- 


ing which was held in Faneuil Hall to 
lament over the execution of John 
Brown. That ditty, like the famous 
song of “The Black Snake,” consisted 
of a hundred-verses, and this was its 
burden: 
“Tell John Andrew, 
» Tell John Andrew, 


Tell Jonn Andrew, 
Jobn Brown’s dead.” 


From this sprang the now famous 
song which is perhaps the most pop- 
ular of all the army songs, and of the 
many versions that have been made, 
the best is from the pen of Dr. W. J. 
Wetmore: 


“See them come, see them come, from 
the mountain and the plain, 
A noble band of patriots the Union to 
maintain, 
And they never will return till the coun- 
try sta ids aguin 
United, firm, and free, 
Glory, Hallelujah,” &c. 
Henry Clay Work, a western bard, 
wrote and composed the music of sev- 
feral of the best songs, among which 
may be named ‘* Marching Through 
Georgia,” and that very capital and 
favorite song with the soldiers, **King- 
dom Coming,” which has an additional 
charm from being in the negro dialect: 


**Say, darkies, hab you seen de massa 
Wid de muffstash on his face, 

Go ’long de road some time dis mornin’ 

ke he goin’ to leave the place? 

He seen de smoke way up de ribber 

Where de Lincum gunboats lay; 
He took his hat and left berry sudden, 
And I spose he’s runned away! 
De massa run, ha, ha! 
De darky stay, ho, ho! 
It must be nuw the Kingdom 
comin’ 
An’ de yar ob jubilo.” 

The air which accompanies these 
words is a very inspiriting one, and it 
makes a capital quickstep. 

George F. Root, wha was some time 
a& music teacher in this city, is the 
author and composer of ‘Tramp, 
Tramp, Tramp.” 


“In the prison cell I sit, 
Thinking, mother, dear of you 
And our bright and happy home se far 


away, 

And the tears they fill my eyes,

Root is also the author of ‘“*The Bat- 
tle Cry of Freedom.” 


“Yes, we'll rally ’round the flag, boys, 
We'll rally once again, 
Shouting the battle-ery of freedom, 
We will rally from the hillside, 
We'll gather from the plain, 
Shouting the battls-cry of freedom!” 


There isan adaptability to the air of 
this song which makes it available to 
many words. The soldiers were fond 
of setting the words of ‘‘Mary Had a 
Little Lamb”’ to it, with ludicrous ef- 
fect. As for instance: 


‘*Mary had a little lamb, 
Its fleece was white as snow, 

Shouting the battle-cry of freedom. 
And every place that Mary went 
The lamb was sure to go, 

Shouting the battle-cry of freedom,” 


and soon. During the terrible fight- 
ing in the Wilderness on the 6th of 
May, 1864, a brigade of the Ninth 
Corps, having broken the enemy’s line 
by an assault, became exposed to a 
flank attack and was driven back in 
disorder, with heavy loss. They re- 
treated but a few hundred yards, how- 
ever, reformed and again confronted 
the enemy. Just then some gallant 
fellows in the ranks of the Forty-fifth 
Pennsylvania began to sing: 


“We'll rally ’round the flag, boys, 
Rally once again, 
Shouting the battle-cry of freedom.” 


The refrain was caught up instant- 
ly by the entire regiment, and by the 
Thirty-sixth Massachusetts, néxt in 
line. There the grim ranks stood at 
bay in the deadly thicket. The air 
was filled with the crackle and smoke 
of burning underbrush, the pitiful 
cries of the wounded, the rattle of 
musketry and the shouts of command; 


‘| but above all, answering the exultant 


yells of the enemy, rose the inspiring 

chorus: 

“The Union forever, hurrah, boys, hurrab! 

Down the traitor and up with the 


‘ 
And we’ll rally ’round the flag, boys, 
ily once again, 
Shouting the battle cry of freedom!”’ 


One of the army songs, which has 
become as popular in England 1s it is 
in this country, is published as having 
been written and composed by Louis 
Lambert. This is a nom de plume for 
P. 8. Gilmore. Tobe sure, the words 
do amount to much, and is 
something disagreeable to a well-regu- 
lated ienivennes mind like our own 
in being obliged to melodiously inform 
the public that 


‘“We’ll all drink stone blind, 
When Johnny comes marching home,” 


but the tune is of that rollicking, devil- 
may-care order that is very catching. 
The fact is, Gilmore built up his words 
to suit his air, on the same principle 
that in Virginia they build the chim- 
ney first, and then erect the house 
against it. The air was an inspira- 
tion, but the words might be classified 
as rhymes without reason. 

Poor Miles O’Reilley (Charles G. 
Halpine) set to the Irish air of “The 
Low-backed Car” the words of the hu- 
morous song of which we here give 
the first verse, and we have heard him 
sing it with fine effect:

, He was the life of many a camp fire, 
was Private Miles O’Reilley, and much 


of the best and raciest literature of the 
war came from his gifted pen. 

“The Star Spangled Banner” will 
ever rank as the first of American war 
songs, a d linked with it will be 
‘“‘Hail, Columbia,” “America” and 
“The Red, White and Blue.” Weare 
not certain that this latter 1s an Amer- 
ican song. It has been claimed by 
the English under the title ‘“Britan- 
nia, e Gem of the Ocean.” 
The first person ever 
heard sing it was the late Ed- 
ward L. Davenport, and he once in- 
formed us that he got the song in the 
mother land. “Hail, Columbia” was 
set by its author, Judge Hopkinson, 
to the air of ‘‘The President’s March,” 
which somebody had composed in 
honor of Washington; but the words 
of “The Star Spangled Banner” are 
sung to an old English bacchanalian 
air, ‘*To Anacreon in Heaven,” while 
the Rev. Mr. Smith’s *‘*My Country, 
Tis of Thee,” goes to the air of “God 
Save the Queen.” The national 
hymn, with appropriate original 
music, is yet to be written. Keller’s 
hymn does not fill the bill, nor indeed 
does Julius Eichberg’s, or that ambi- 
tious production which Gilmore gave 
to the country some two or three years 
since. 


We have touched but lightly on a 
few of the soldiers’ songs. While 
there was plenty of enduring poetry 
written during the war, the number of 
really meritorious songs that were 
given birth to were few indeed. On 
the whole, we are inclined to think 
that in this respect the South was in 
advance of us, for we certainly (Mrs. 
Howe’s noble effort aside) do not pos- 
sess a single song of the rebellion at 
all comparable to “Maryland, My 
Maryland,” and the to 
which it is sung is well fitted to 
the words. Weremember once having 
heard it sung under circumstances that 
for the time made us fancy it was 
the sweetest thing we ever listened to. 
We had reached Frederick City, in 
Maryland, after a distressing forced 
march, wearying alike to man and 
beast, and going into the bivouac, the 
staff to which we were attached took 
up their quarters on the piazzaofa 
lonely mansion, and there, wrapping 
themselves in their blankets, with 
their saddles for pillows, sought need- 
ed repose... Sleep refused to visit us. 
The night was a delicious one; twas 
warm, but a slight breeze was stirring, 
the sky was intensely clear and the stars 
were many and brilliant. The stillness 
was profound. Every one around us 
was sunk in slumber. Suddenly there 
fell upon our ears the words— 

“The tyrant’s heel ison thy neck, 

Maryland, my Maryland.” 

The voice was a mezzo suprano, full, 
round, and clear, and the charming 
melody was sung with infinite tender- 
ness and great delicacy of shading. 
We listened almost breathless, for 
twas the first time we had ever heard 
the song, and when it was concluded 
we arose for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing who was the singer. We found 
her in the person of a plump hittle 
negro girl of about 16 years, with a 
face blacker than the smoke of Vul- 
can’s smithy. As Desdemona “saw 
Othello’s visage in his mind,” so we 
ulso saw the visage of this girl only in 
the sweetness of her voice, which was 
of a certainty one of the purest vocal 
organs we ever listened to. 

“The Bonnie Blue Flag” was an- 
other of the secession songs that met 
with great favor. It was, if we re- 
member aright, written by an Irish 
actor by the name of William McCar- 
thy, and first sung by his sister, Mar- 
ion McCarthy, at the Varieties Thea- 
ter, New Orleans. Theairis an old 
and popular Irish melody, “The Irish 
Jaunting Car.” Our people were not 
long in getting hold of the song, and 
very soon a capital answer was writ- 
ten, the first verse of which we give: 


** Ah, no; the ‘bonnie blue flag,’ 
With one white ghastly star. 

Never shall float be.ore our ranks, 
To lead the brave afar; 

But blend the hue of sunset— 

»} The bonnie red, white and blue 

Shall fire our souls with patriot zeal, 
With hope and courage true, 
Hurrah, hurrah, fora nation’s rights 

hurrah, 

They shall not harm our beautiful flag, 
Nor quench a single star.” 


‘‘Dixie’ can scarcely be called a 
war song, for it was written and com- 

sed before the rebellion had birth. 

ut it was sung by both armies, and 
though of Southern origin'was quite as 
popular in the North as ia “the land 
of cotton.”

San BUENAVENTURA, May 23, 1883. 
—I did not come to time last week, 
and so your readers were spared one 
infliction, but I will try to atone tor 
the default. You see, I went up 
Sespe Cafion on a trout fishing excur- 
sion, and so “failed to connect,” in a 
measure. [ would have written you, 
even from there, had it not rained 
like blue blazes, causing the river to 
rise, and shutting our party, who were 
on the wrong side of the creek, into a 
kind of a cul de sac, from which there 
was no exit, save by boat. Now, as 
the Sespe river is not navigable, save 
at high water, by anything larger than 
a trout or a pair of gum boots, and as 
none of us were good enough swim-

—to say nothing of ferrying 
over our grub and wagon— 
we were forced to stay in

man destinies are hinged upon trifles, 
and an insinuation, or significant look, 
may change the current of our lives, 
and build for usa fate of which we 
never dreamed. In consideration of 
the above facts, why women, with all 
their pretense to sense and wisdom, 


should so much dehght in defama- 
tion, is beyond the comprehension 
of reasonable minds. And in the ab- 
sence of just discrimination between 
what is right and wrong in the sexes, 
they betray a woful lack of sense. 
Both sexes are bound by the same 
code of morals, yet woman, in her 
ignorance and blindness, tolerates in 
man that which she condemns in wo- 
man. Affecting extreme fastidious- 
ness inregard to her associations, she 
ignores, with contempt, the woman 
upon whom a breath of suspicion has 
fallen, while, without reluctance, she 
associates with the man who is addict- 
ed to the vilest of practices. She 
permits him to follow his base in- 
clinations, and gratify his propensi- 
ties without restraint, while she keeps 
the strictest surveillance over those of 
her own sex. A man may retain his 
social position and pass with general 
acceptance and recognition into the 
homes of respectable families, though 
his soul 1s polluted with sin, and his 
very presence contamination.

Bread. 

We are often told that bread is the 
staff of life, which implies that, sup- 
posing no other food be at hand, one 
could live upon bread alone. But 
there are various kinds of bread, 
and the question arises, Will all of 
these keep life within us, or wall some 
do it better than others, or some 
scarcely, or not at all? We will not 
discuss the merits of rye, barley or 
Boston bread, etc., but confine our- 
selves to that in general use, viz., 
that made from wheat. 


Here we have two or three kinds— 
one made from the flour alone, one 
from the flour and gluten (though 
rarely), and another from the whole 
grain, viz., the flour, gluton and bran, 
and called wholemeal or brown 
bread. Before saying which of these 
is best for us, let us look ata grain of 
wheat. 

First, we find the bran or outer 
husk; second, the gluten or inner 
husk, and lastly, the flour. ‘The bran 
and gluten or sharps contain nearly all 
the phosphates, which are combina- 
tions of phosphoric acid with lime, 
soda, potash, magnesia, etc., and they 
are more abundant in the gluten than 
the bran. The flour consists almost 
entirely of starch. Now, as the phos- 
phates or mineral constituents are nec- 
essary to the building up and growth 
of the brain, nerves, muscles, teeth and 
bones, why are we content to eat bread 
devoid of these elements? which we do 
when we use only that made of flour. 
This white bread, too, is rendered 
further innutritious by being raised 
two or three times, for every time you 
raise bread, a certain amount of nutri- 
tion is worked out of it. Supposing 
this process does make it very 
white, which is doubtless the desirable 
quality aimed at in all this labor, do 
you produce a really article in 
the end? An article of food that is 
really good should be good in its ef- 
fects. Now, what good, say, can 
child or grown person get out of white, 
fine white bread? Both would die if 
fed on it alone. The term “staff of 
life’ was not originally applied to 
such bread, but to that made from the 
whole grain. 

The bad state of the teeth of chil 
dren and others, rickety bones and 
stunted growth, can, in a meas- 
ure, be attributed to the use of white 
bread. How can it be otherwise, when 
the most nourishirg and strength- 
giving have been put aside 
with the bran and gluten, as not fit 
for human consumption? See 
your animals fatten and thrive upon 
these! 

If the advocates of the tem 
cause would inquire into this question 
of bread, and recommend the use of the 
pure and genuine article in place of 
the fine, white, spongy stuff misnamed 
staff of life, I think they would have 
less reason to complain of broken 
pledges, especially among those who 
live so largely upon b It is this 
want of some nourishing, satisfying, 
which such fail to find 
in white bread that induce so many 
to,try and get it out of beer, whisky, 
wines, spirits, and, possibly, tobacco. 

I do not know if this whole-meal 


bread (I don’t mean flour and bran 
mixed together);4a sold by any baker 


in Los les, but town, nay 
every fami, should ‘estar itself on 
the subject, and he who would start @ 
Bread Reform Bakery, and then ad- 
vertise the bread for sale, would con- 
fer a lasting benefit upon the inhabit- 
ants. Some object to the outer husk 
being used, but it is generally people 
with weak digestions. In such s case 
leave it out, but retain the gluten by 
all means, for herein lie the chief ele- 
ments of nutrition. ATHENA.”

“INSANITY AS A DEFENSE FOR CRIME.” 
District 


Attorney Corkhill Upon 
“Cranks.” 


The address of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney George B. Corkhill, 
upon “Insanity as a Defense for 
Crime,” before the Medico-Legal So- 
ciety of New York, has attracted 
much attention, especially the con- 
cluding portion, as follows: 


“It is the most astounding fact in 
the whole history of the administra- 
tration of criminal jurisprudence, that 
within the past few years, nurtured 
by the vagaries and senseless theories 
of medical men on the subject, and 
supported by the testimony of so- 
called experts, almost every criminal, 
when arraigned, offers insanity as.his 
defense, assured that be will have the 
assistance and support of eminent 
medical authors and experts. And, as 
&@ consequence, we have had just as 
many different kinds of insanity as we 
had crimes. The murderer was afflict- 
ed with homicidal or paroxysmal in- 
sanity; the thief was a kleptomaniac; 
the incendiary was a pyromaniac, the 
drunka.d was a dypsomaniac; the. 
burglar and the ravisher had emotion- 
al and temporary insanity, and these 
afflicted criminals were to be pitied 
rather than punished. 

But there is a class well known and 
recognized in every community, who 
by their erratic character, their van- 


themselves-into every association, and 
by their arrogant assumption become 
prominent. They are not always men 
who wear long hair, nor women who 
wear short hair.

Without ever having done an honest 
day’s toil, they crowd themselves into 
labor and trade organizations, and as- 
sume to be representative men; they 
are the most earnest in temperance 
and religious organizations; they 
clamor for position in every enterprise 
having for its object any public refor- 
mation; they denounce yice on 
every public occasion; they say 
long prayers and affect great 
piety and ‘virtue, yet 
they are the true representative trai- 
tors, murderers, thieves, ravishers and 
scoundrels of communities, and when 
one of them commits a crime, the en- 
tire race of vagabonds join im the 


‘clamor for their exemption from pun- 


ishment on the ground of insanity. 
There has been a word coined of late 
years to designate these people, and 
they are called *“‘cranks.” They figure 
largely in the list of criminals charged 
with all grades of crime, and it is to 
them belongs the disgrace brought 
upon the plea of insanity as a defense 
for crime; with them judgment and 
execution should be swift, sure and 
certain, for the escape of one of these 
men encourages the entire class to 

on committing crimes for like notorie- 
ty and like exemption, They well 
know they commit crime and deserve 
punishment, and when the knife of 
justice falls upon one of their number, 
it strikes them with horror, but to 
every rest citizen it isa glad an- 
nouncement that the law is supreme, 
and that its execution cannot be avoid- 
ed by a miserable scoundrel claiming 
he was a crank. 

Nothing can be more slightly de- 
fined than the line of demarcatiun be- 
tween sanity and insanity. Physi- 
cians and lawyers have vexed them- 
selves with attempts at definition in a 
case where definition is impossible, as 
well said by a writer on this subject. 
There has never yet been given to the 
world anything in the shape of a for- 
mula upon this subject, which may not 
be torn to shreds in five minutes by 
any ordinary logician. Make the de- 
finition too narrow, it becomes mean- 
ingless; make it too wide, the whole 
human race are involved in the drag- 
net. In strictness, we are all mad 
when we give way to passion, to 
prejudice, to vice, to vanity; hut 
if all the passionate, prejudiced 
vicious vain people in this 
world are be locked up as luna- 
tics, who is to keep the key of the 


however, by a learned Baron of the 
Exchequer, when he was pressed by 
this argument, if we are all mad, be- 
ing all madmen, we must do the best 
we can under such untoward circum- 
stances. There must be a kind of 
rough understanding as to the forsis 
of lunacy which can’t be tolerated. 
We will not interfere with the spend- 
thrift, who is flinging ‘his mon 
away upon swindlers, harlots an 
blacklegs, until he has denuded him- 
self of his pcssessions and incurred 
debt. We have nothing to say to his 
brother madman, the miser, who 
pinches his belly to swell the balance 
at his banker’s—being 73 years of age 
and without family—but if he refuse 
to pay taxes society will not accept 
his monomania as pleadable in bar. 
Society must be protected, human 
life must be safe, property must be se- 
cure, and the law must punish those 
who violate the sacred rights of each 
citizen to life and pro ; to do this 
with even justice, it will not do to per-
